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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. In 
response to Applicant's arguments 1) and 2), Applicant is arguing limitations not claimed. Claim 1 does not recite selection of a 
predetermined process algorithm but only requires that the method optimizes adjustable parameters by processing of at least one process 
algorithm provided in the data processing system. In repsonse to Applicant's argument 3), the feature of a process algorithm linked to the 
situation pattern is found using neural networks which learn new situtations which are followed to adjust the actuators, is an inherent feature 
of any neural network well known to an ordinary person skilled in the art. Therefore, the teachings of Ma's neural network teaches a 
process algorithm linked to the situtaion pattern. Applicant's argument 4) in unpersusasive as Applicant has not shown how the 
combination of Weigelt and Ma are not obvious in veiw of the Graham v. Deere inquiries and standards of obviousness as set down by KSR 
v. Teleflex. 
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
